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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . . Applicant's election without traverse of group I, species of Example 2, in the reply 
filed on 3/14/2005 is acknowledged. 

Following search of the elected species, the remaining species are joined for 
examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 3/1 1/2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. DE 1645259 has not been 
considered because no copy thereof has been provided. 

The information disclosure statement filed 3/1 1/2005 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. Foreign language references EP 658572 and DE 2,014,475 have 
not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 1 is objected to because the font size is too small to be clearly legible. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an appiication for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



5. Claims 1, 2, 9-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Harrison et al. (US 6,451 ,920). 

The reference shows in Examples 1-5 a copolymer of high methylvinylidine 
polyisobutylene and maleic anhydride with succinic ratios of 1.06 or 1.07. Although the 
reference does not include a working example of an esterified product, the reference 
clearly suggests this embodiment at col. 7, line 46 through col. 8, line 14. Although the 
reference has not measured the values corresponding to those claimed as "m", "n" and 
"x", nor the molecular weights of the esterified polymers, these would appear to be 
inherent in the reference polymers because applicants have claimed large ranges of 
conventional values and have used substantially the same production method as that 
disclosed in the reference method. The burden of proof is shifted to applicants to show 
that the reference examples do not include the unreported values. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-8, 47-49, 52-54, 57-64, 66-68, 70-72 and 74-79 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harrison et al. (US 6,451,920). 

The parent claims are discussed with respect to this reference above. The 
reference discloses use of the copolymer primarily as a lubricant and fuel additive (col. 
1, lines 35-38; col. 2, lines 32-49; col. 8, line 65 through col. 10, line 21), providing 
motivation for the ordinary skilled worker to use such compounds in conventional fuel 
and lubricant applications.
